Traning of Young Children. 

A ilisling'iished author has Jeclareilliis 
conviction, that every child learns more tho 
fir.st year of his life than dniing any suc- 
ceeding year. It is then that he learns the 
use of his sensations, how to measure dis- 
tances with his eye, to test substances by 
the touch, and to use his feet in walking. 
His senses are more keen and susceptible, 
and the first period of a child’s life is that 
of a sensational education. Nature truly 
proves a stlcixssful teacher in these branch- 
es, but tho general impression that we’ve 
no time to supplement her instructions is 
erroneons. 'I'liose who h.iv.e visited the 
more modern Kindergarden schools that 
originated in Germany, and have lately 
been introduced into onr country, have 
been surprised at tho amount of instrnctien 
conveyed, and the real thirst awakened in 
the minds of cfiiidren too young to under- 
go the routine of school lessons. 'I’lie sen- 
sations are as oapab'e of education as an)' 
of onr faculties; and much may he accom- 
plished in the earliest years of childhood, 
to improve, elevate and refine the senses of 
sight, hearing and touch. This tact is.wcU 
known and recognized by teachers of the 
blind, whose pupils are taught to exercise 
their hearing and touch to a remarkable 
degree, and the eye-sight of the diirob is 
now educated so that they can hold conver- 
sation by noticing the motion of the lips. 
Little children may be taught to distinguish 
and arrange colors; to have a correct ideg 
of shapes and forms, and even a fair knowl- 
edge of elementary mathematics may be 
instilled by adding and multiplying objects 
before the cliild can read a letter. The va- 
rious properties of sabstances, when illus- 
trated by e.xperiments, can be made inter- 
esting to the smallest child, and the differ- 
ent qualities of articles in common use may 
be vividly impressed upon his mind. This 
also is tho age when the heart is nibst sus- 
ceptible to moral impressions. The culti 
vat’on of the con'seienee to distinguish right 
from wrong, and the training necessary to 
inculcate habits of truthfulness, honesty, 
obedience to the law, and general virtues, 
are more easily accomplished in these ear- 
ly years than at any subsequent time. 

It will be affirmed that these duties be- 
long rigblfully to the parent, and it is true 
that the iuteilcctiial and moral atmosphere 
which a child inhales at homo from tho ex- 
amples and precepts of its parents, perhaps 
more than anything else, give direction 
and clearness to his faculties. But we ought 
not to overlook the large number of little 
ones, who, by various circumstances, are 
inevitably deprived of these advantages. — 
Numbers of parents, from necessity can on- 
ly devote to their children the time need- 
ful for their physical wonts, and may con- 
sider themselves fortunate if they can suc- 
sced in doing this. Some are unable, from 
want of knowledge themselves, to commu- 
nicate it to their little ones, and others 
have no tact nor powers of the nature re- 
quired for this work.
